THE WORLD'S OLDEST HERBARIUM.

s
Its Contents Said to Furnish Proof That

Egypt's Weather Is Unchanged.
Garden and Forest. !

Tie oldest herbarium in the world is in
the Egrptologist Museum at Cairo, and
consists of an in pi collection of
dried portions of plants. These portions
of plants and flowers were taken from
wreaths and garlands in the coffins with
mummies, where they were placed by the
ancient Egyptians as death offerings, and
from  edible plants which were set in
earthen vessels on the floor of the sepulehre
as furniture of the last resting place of
their beloved ones.

Many of these floral remains are so well
preserved that, after being treated with
warm water, they can be handled like mod-
ern b-rbarium specimens. The colors, too,
are preserved in a remarkable way, The
most important matter in conneetion with
these plants is their age. The remains of
funeral food are found in tombs as far
back as 3,000 years before Christ Five
hnndred years later grains of mustard seed,
eapsules of flax seed, rourds, lentils, beaux,
fizs, pine needles, juniper berries, and
other edibles are found. The richest ae-
quisitions in leaves and flowers to the her-
barium were made from the tombs con-
structed between the eighteenth and
eleventh centuries, B

Among the flowers chielly employed in
the floral decorations lor the dead were the
blne and white lotus, the red poppy, the
Oriental hollyhoek, crown chrysanthemum,
saflower, pomegranste flowers, willow
leaves, grasses, and pa{; rmint. Celery
leaves eame into requisition later, and
onions, leeks, and garlic piayed an import-
aut part-in the offerings to the dead. One of
the general conclusions drawn from this her-
barium is that Egvpt has sustaived no appre-
ciable climstic changes during the last 4,000
years.

GEOWTH OF THE OYSTER.

By Looking st the 8hell You Can Tell the
Age of the Bivale,

Pearson's Weekly.]

The oyster at the commencement of its
career Is o smail that 2,000,000 would only
occupy & square inch. In six months each
individual oyster is large egough to cover
Lalf-a-crown, and in 12 months a erown
picce. The ovster is its own architeot, and
the shell grows as the fish inside grows, be-
ing never too amall.

It also bears its age upon its back, and it
is us easy to teil the age of an oyster by
looking at its shell as it is that of horses by
looking at their teeth. Every one who has
handled an oyster-shell must have noticed
the successive layers overlapping esch
other.

These are technically termed s=hots, and
each one marks a vear's growth, so that by
counting them the age of the oysterean
be determined. Up to the time of its matu-
rity—that is, when four yeara of age—the
shot are regular and suocessive; but after that
time they become irregular and are piled
one upon another, so that theirshell becomes
bulky and thickened. Fossil oysters have
been seen of which each shell was niune
inches thiek, whence they may be judged to
be more than 900 vears old.

One to 2,000,000 are produced from a
single parent, and their searcity isacconnted
for by the fact that man is not the only
oyster-eating ammal. The starfish loves
the oyster, and preys upon it unceasingly.
A variety of whelk is also very fond of
young oysters, to get at which it bores right
through the shell and sucks the fish up
through the hole thus made.

THEODORE CEILD NOT DEAD,

When Last Heard From He Huad Recovered
From the Cholera,
New Yorr, Nov. 7.—The spedial dis-

patch to the London Times from
Teheran, Persia, reporting the
death of Theodore Child, the eritie and
mnagazine writer, was shown to the
Messrs. Harper inthis city. Mr. G. Henry
Harper doubted the truth of the report,
and exhibited & letter from Child,
who is  their Paris representa-
tive, dated at Tebriz, Persia,

September 6, which states that both him-
self and Mr, Weeks, the artist traveling
with him, had been attacked with cholera,
in Mr. Child’s cass it being the real Asi-
atie disease.

There were no Europeans left in
the city with the exception of a heroic
American lady physician, who, when they
{fell sick, attended them, as she has done
hundreds of other cases

Considerable Mystery Sarrounding the
Identity of the Inventor.
All the Year Round, ]

Who first invented wooden legs? Vulean
was a cripple, and in consequence of his
difficnlty in walking he is said to have made
himself an artificinl support of gold; but, as
Mr. Thomas pointed out long ago, gold ia
not for every cripple, and every myth is
backed by a reality. Again, the devil, as
represented in the drawings and engravings
of the Middle Ages, is & compound of Plute
and Vulean. The Iatter was ejected from
Olympus, the devil was cast out of heaven,
Vulean was frequently figured with & beard
and poioted cap.

In the edition of Tyndale's New Testa-
ment printed by Judge in 15332, there 13 n
woodcut representing the devil sowing
tares, and wearing not only the Vulecanian
beard and pointed cap, but also s wooden
leg. Another medimval representation of
the devil with a wooden leg may be found
in one of the paintiogs on the panels of the
pulpit in the ancient little church of Hali-
golaad. It is cnly fair, however, 1o point
ont that the artificial support in the Troe
dale woodeut resembles more & clumsy,one-
legzed stool, upon which the lame leg ape
pears to be doubled up at the knee, than &
substituted wooden limb.

After all, this identifieation, so far as re-
gards costume and lameness, of the medimval
devil and the ancient Valean, although it

ns up a curious field of speculation to
those who are learned in matters of com-
rnmin mythalogy, vet throws no certain
ight on the question as to when the wooden
leg ms we know it—a eamplete artificial sube
stitute for u lost limb—was first invented.
